It is explained as an example, 
that the Stalingrad tractor plant, 
which is in a most. chaotic condi­ 
tion as to production, must contract 
with the state collective farms for 
the sale of so many tractors at an 
agreed price.

receives a portion of the crops. Ne­ 
gotiations will be between the farm ­ 
ers and the plant without govern­ 
ment intervention, and each will be 
expected to carry out its contract.
